tire -tone building could be secured 
if' the citizens desired it. 
A petition 
was then circulated among the b u s i­ 
n e s s men, asking that stone he used 
in the structure. 
The receipt of this petition again 
delayed matters for after the con­ 
gress had 
voted favorably on 
the 
additional apropriation 
of $15,000 
it was necessary to 
alter the first 
plans. 
The additional appropriation 


was for $60,000 but $12,000 of that 
was used for the lot, leaving a bal­ 
ance of $48,000. 
This, with the ad­ 
ditional funds voted, $15,000 will be 
used for the building which w ill cost 
in the neighborhood of $63,000. 
It is known that the new building 
in Seymour will be constructed along 
the same 
plans 
that have 
been 
adopted in other cities. 
In erecting 
the building the future needs as well 
as the present ones, will he kept m 
mind and will he large enough to ac­ 
comodate the business here for years 
to come. 
It is thought that some 
new equipment will be installed as 
soon a s the building i- completed so 
that all incoming and outgoing mail 
can be dispatched with promptness.

these proposals are outlined in con­ 
siderable detail and with much em­ 
phasis 
placed on the necessity of 
money if they are to be successfully 
carried out.

C alls F o r Most F a r Reaching Taxes 


In H is to ry of C o u n try. 


London, Sept. 22.— The greatest war 
budget in the world's history was in­ 
troduced in the house of commons by 
Reginald McKenna, chancellor of the 
exchequer, as another step toward 
financing the war, which is now cost- ; 
ing Great Britain nearly $25,000,00 ; 
daily. 
New 
military 
requirements 
and 
changed methods of warfare have cre­ 
ated over night additional expenditure 
which had not been reckoned with, j 
necessitating in this budget, the third 
since the outbreak of hostilities, the j 
most drastic and far-reaching taxes in 
the history of the country. 
Hereafter 
automobiles, 
bicycles, 
moving picture films, clocks, watches, j 
musical instruments, plate glass and j 
baf> will pay a tax of 33 1-3 per cent, i 
ad valorem. 
The principal blow fell on incomes, 
the existing tax on incomes not only 
ng jump* d Pi per cent, but its scope 
widened, so as to catch even working­ 
men earning as little as $14 weekly. 
The ver> wealthy must contribute to 
the government more than one-third 
of their revenue.
